Old time English sailors kidnapped by press gangs 


The scene is a tavern in a small 
town on the coast of England. The year 
is 1804. An ex-seaman and a few of 
his old sailing mates have got together 
over co few yards of ale, to reminisce 
about the old days on their farm, before 
their stint at sea, before the bad food, 
miserable conditions and brutal officers. 
There's plenty of noise, and much laugh- 
ter. For this retired sailor, anyplace is 
better than the living-decth of a man- 
o'-war. 

Inland o few hundred miles, in 
the London Parliament Buildings, the 
Secretary of War is holding a confiden- 
tial briefing with King George III. 
Napoleon Bonaparte, having pounced 
on the confused, leaderless French 
following the 1789 Revolution, has 
just declared himself emperor of France 
and the security of England was no 
threatened. 

The mop of Europe has undergone 
violent change at the Emperor's hand. 
Austrio and Russic had olready fallen 
by 1804 and rumblings from Paris were 
predicting England would be Napoleon's 
next target . 

“Fortunately,” comments the King, 

"Our Royal Navy still rules the waves." 

The Scretary agrees, but com- 
plains that his ships will need more men 

if they are to maintain their narrow 
advantage over the French. . . 

With those words, the life of 
that retired seaman, in his traditional 
haunt o hundred miles cway was soon 
to change. 

He was now one of many possible 
victims of the press gang, a group of 
men paid by the King, whose job it wos 
to force men to enlist in the Royal Navy 
They called it impressment - but it wos 
no better than kidnapping. 

Impressment was organized on a 
wide scale during the wars of William 


II] ond Queen Anne in the late 1600's 
and early 1700's. In the minds of many 
people of the time, impressment was a 
necessary fact of life - men were either 
‘prest' into the Navy unconstitutionally 
or it went short stoffed. 

A victim of impressnent was not 
always destined to fight in European 
wars. Certainly most of those taken 
went on to see action in famous battles 
- in 1804 the Battle of Trafalgar was 
less than a year away. But in later 
yeors a recruit could also find himself 
stationed at Penatanguishene, Upper 
Canada. 

Penetanguishene was the strat- 
egic base established in 1817, built 
to maintain the British navy on the 
Upper Great Lakes. Although the War 
of 1812 - 14 had ended three years 
earlier, relations between Upper and 
Lower Conada, Britain and the United 
States were still strained. 

Now, in the days when armed 
conflict between Canada and America 
are long gone, the base at Penetang- 
vishene hos been restored and recon- 
structed as the Historic Naval and 
Military Estoblishments . 

Scilors still walk the dusty paths 
post white-washed buildings, and the 
wife of the Fort-Adjutant tends her 
gorden. The site, open daily 10 a,m. 
to 6 p.m. until Labout Day, is a living 
example of life on a naval base (1817 
-1832) and a military gorrison (1828 - 
1856). 

The scene differs in one way from 
the post of over o century ogo. The 
sailors who now walk the paths of 
Penetanguishene ore university students 
employed for the summer - none have 
been pressed into the service. It is 
however, a strong possibility that some 


of the sailors posted there in the 1800's 
were pressed.

Press gangs were feared in all 
coastal towns. The gangs never used 
firearms. They were paid five pounds 
per man and a dead recruit was worth- 
less - but cudgels were liberally used. 
Not all those pressed were exactly fit 
for life at sea either - at five pounds 
each the gangs ignored details. 
Complaints from officers were common: 
"All the rag-tag that can be picked up 
- the scum of the world, men more fit 
for a hospital than a ship, sad wretches, 
miserable poor creatures" were some of 
the descriptions, but "like gallows, a 
man-of-woar refused nothing." 

Pressed men were able to appeal 
their fate (there were also exemptions 
for some) but few took advantage of 
the chance. They either didn't have 
the money to go through legal channels, 
or they were out on the high seas before 

it ever occurred to them to do so. 

The legal question of impressment 
was © much-discussed issue in the 19th 
century. The 1815 edition of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica states flatly 
that: "After all, this method of manning 
the navy is to be considered defensible 
from public necessity, to which all 
Private considerations must give way." 

Impressment os on effective way 
to build-up the navy faded out of 
practice after the defeat of Napoleon 
at Waterloo in 1815, as demands on 
British naval strength lessened. The

The skeletons of three or four 
persons found at Log Cabin Point near 


Outlet Beach early in July have been 
identified by the Centre of Forensic 
Sciences in Toronto as being at least 
100 years old. 

The staff ot the Forensic Centre 
identified the remains of three, or 


possibly four persons of different anes. 


There were bones from oa newborn infont 
less thon a month old, from two children 
one aged six to eight years ond the 
other between three ond six years old. 
The other skeleton was that of a North 
American Indion male aged between 
45 ond 55, and five foot eight inches 
toll. 

No cause of death hos been 
established, but the oppearance of 
the bones ond their location would 
suggest that there was o burial ground 
in the area. 


Two Unidentified Flying Objects 
were reported last week from the 
Wellington area.

Increased work and training opp- 
ortunities for the mentally retarded were 
announced today by the Honourable 
James Taylor, Q.C., Minister of Com- 
munity and Social Services. 

A total of 144 additional training 
places throughout the province were 
provided in nine workshop expansion 
programs approved in principle during 
June. 

These include extensions to work 
shops in Timmins, Haileybury, and ex- 
panded programs in Brampton, Cochrane, 
Oakville and Sundridge workshops, a Life 
Skills program in Listowel and a protected 
business - the Wooden Toy Company in 
Oshawa. 

"The Ministry already funds 137 
workshops for the disabled in the pro- 
vince," explained Mr. Taylor. "This 
expansion program is part of our total 


commitment to integrated community 
living for the mentally retarded. We 
cannot expect people to work in the com- 
munity unless we ore prepared to provide 
them with the tools not only to compete 
but to achieve their highest personal 
potential". 
During the current fiscal year, the 
Ministry hopes to create a broad range 
of community programs for the mentally 
retarded, including 1,000 accomodation 
places, 155 developmental day care places 
755 workshop and training places, 57 
community support projects and an odd- 
itional 62 protective service workers to 
help bring clients and services together. 
The funds for these services ore port of o 
budget of $172 million, providing a wide 
range of programs that include res- 
idential facilities currently serving 
7,000 mentally retarded people in the 


province.

of Indian Affairs 


Fred Kelly, an Ojibway Indian 
from Soboskong Indian Reserve in North- 
western Onterio, has been appointed 
Director General of Indian and Eskimo 
Affairs for the Ontario Region. The 
appointment by the Public Service Com- 
mission, following a competition, was 
announced by the Honourable Judd 
Buchanan, Minister of Indian and 
Nerthern Affairs. 

Mr. Kelly, President of Council 
Treaty No. 3 Ontario, and former 
special assistant to the President of the 
Notional Indian Brotherhood, becomes 
the first Indian to assume the position of 
Director General for the Ontario Region. 

In accepting the appointment, Mr. 
Kelly said “I look upon my appointment 
as Regional Director General not os a 
personal triumph, but as a collective 
breakthrough for the Indian of Ontario. 
It is historical and logical that the 
Indian people of this province should 
have one of their own at such a senior 
decision making position." 

He then went on to say, "I have no 
illusions that this will be an easy task, 
but | am satisfied that the two most im- 
portant elements - support from the 
Indian people and their leaders on the 
one hand and support from the Minister, 
his Deputy and his Assistant Deputy on 
the other have been expressed and ore 
therefore forthcoming." 

Mr. Kelly will succeed Mr. H.B. 
Rodine who has been with the Depart- 
ment since 1956. Mr. Rodine has been 
re-assigned within the Department. 

His responsibilities will involve liaison 
with other federal departments and the 
provincial government to ensure the 
delivery of co-ordinated services to the 
Indian people of the Province of Ontario 

As Director General, Mr. Kelly 
will direct and co-ordinate the activities 
of more than 1,000 departmental em- 
ployees dispersed throughout the Pro- 
vince. 

In addition to experience with 
Indian associations at the grass roots 
and executive levels, Mr. Kelly hes 
been involved in community develop- 
ment activities for the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. Prior to that 
he taught elementary school in Hudson, 
Ontario.

"The Great Law of Peace of the Long- 
house People” (Iroquois) (League of 
Six Notions), published by Akwasasne 
Notes, Mohawk Nation, vie Roosevel- 
town, N.Y. 13683. 


A bunch of certain shell (wampum) 
strings each two spans in length shall 
be given to each of the female families 
in which the chieftain titles are vested. 
The right of bestowing the titles shall 
be hereditary in the family of females 
legally possessing the bunch of shell 
strings, ond the strings shall be the 
token that the females of the family 
have the ownership to the chieftainship 
title for all time to come, subject to 
certain restrictions mentioned here. 


The title names of the war chiefs of 
the league shall be: 
Ayonwehs: war chief under 
Takarihiken (Mohawk) 
Kahonwaitiron, war chief under 
the chief Otatsheteh (Oneida) 
Ayentes, war chief under chief 
Atotarho (Onondaga) 
Wenens, war chief under chief 
Dekcenyon (Cayuga) 


Shoneratowaneh, war chief under 
chief Skanyortariio (Seneca) 


The women heirs of each head 
chief's title shall be the heirs of the war 
chiefs title of their respective chief. 


The war chiefs shall be selected 
from the eligible sons of the female 
families holding the head chieftainship 
title. 


The lineal descent of the people of 
the Five Nations shall run in the female 
line. Women sholl be considered the 
Progenitors of the Nation. They shall 
own the land, and the soil. Men and 
women shall follow the status of their 
mothers. 


The women heirs of the chieftain- 
ship titles of the League shall be called 
Oiner or Otiianer (Noble) for all time 
to come.

No wild pets 
without licence 


Officials of the Ontario ministry 
of Natural Resources in western 
Ontario say that they are investigating 
several cases where wild coyotes have 
been sold as pets.

There are regulations in Ontario 
which forbid the keeping of wild 
animals as pets without a licence. 
Persons convicted under this regulation 
face fines of up to $1,000. 

The ministty of natural resources 
will issue such permits, but on the 
whole ministry officials frown on att- 
empts to tame wild animals. It is 
almost impossible to successfully tame 
wild creatures, and they are usually 
released when they are full grown, 
but are no longer equipped to survive 
in the wild. Also, many families do 
not have their wild 'pets' given shots 
for rabies and distemper.

Deseronto's goal has been treated 
to a face lift. On tuesday ofternoon, 
Al Blakely of Blokely's Welding and 
Art Brant were busy welding steel mesh 
on to the inside of the bars of the cells. 

Police chief Corl Beattie said that 
it wos usual for detention cells to have 
wire mesh over the bars to prevent 
prisoners from hanging themselves, or 
from reaching through to attack police 
officers on the outside. 

Mr. Blokely quipped that the 
improvements were likely to raise the 
rental of the cells. 


A great school bus controversy 
is raging in Prince Edward County, 
especially in the Village of Bloom- 
field. Douglas Coley, School Board 
Trustee for Bloomfield-Hallowell claims 
that the Board of Education panicked 
over cutbacks in spending and made 
unrealistic cuts such as reducing bus 
services. 

The Board decided to discontinue 
bus services in the town of Picton, 
the village of Bloomfield and in Well- 
ington. 

Residents of Picton have alreacy 
protested the cuts, and on Monday a 
second delegation appeared before the 
Board to protest the loss of transportation 
to Pinecrest School in Bloomfield for 
Picton and area students. 

Spokesman for the group, Susan 
Christie, said that without transport- 
ation it might not be possible for the 
children to continue at Pinecrest school . 

The response of the Board was 
generally unsympathetic. “There is 
© perfectly good school for your child- 
ren in North Marysburg, and if is not 
the Board's responsibility to transport 
them to another school", said Picton 
trustee William Lane.

ON THE FARM FRONT 


* by Bruce Taylor 


Farmers are substantial users of, 
and ore very dependent on, a reliable 
economical source of electrical energy. 
They have a vital interest in the Royal 
Commission on Electric Power Planning, 
known as the Porter Commission, which 
is looking into the long-range power 
planning concepts of Ontario Hydro 
for the period 1983-93. 

The Commission, appointed by 
the Ontario Government, is inquiring 
comprehensively into Hydro's long 
range planning program as it relates to 
production of, use of, and need for 
electrical energy. The Commission is 
also evaluating the impact of these 
needs on planning and land use, the 
general ecomomies of our society, fuel 
supplies for the generation of electrical 
power, etc. 


Farmers own and use vast areas of 
land which ore ideal places to build 
electric generation stations and elec- 
tric power transmission corridors. These 
structures raise questions about air 
pollutiong affecting crops and livestock, 
disruption of planting and harvesting 
operations, severing of farm properties 
by right-of-ways, direct losses to farm- 
ers income and potential income, etc. 


We do not yet know the long-range 
effects of many 500 KV transmission 
lines. Hydro is just now starting to 
do a minimum of research about this. 


Farmers have a great deal at stake 
in this area. The Ontario Federation 
of Agriculture is working on behalf of 
its members by making presentations to 
the Commission. 


OFA presented a preliminary brief 
in November 1975. Some of the points 
raised included the effect of Hydro's 
long range plans on general land use 
planning, the impact of Hydro structures 
on Class 1 and 2 farm land as per Can- 
ada Land Inventory designations and, 
most importantly, the impact of electric 
transmission and generating facilities 
on viable farm operations. 


OFA will be making a major presen- 


tation at the formal hear ings to stort 
next winter. The content of this pre- 
sentation is being arrived at by input 
from members and committees within 


OFA. 


There is also a research study on 
behalf of and requested by farm org- 
anizations, being done by Prof. Newman 
Pearson. The material, when completed 
will be available to farm groups to aid 
them in preparing presentations for the 
Commission. 

But this will not be enough. This 
is a political process, not just a re- 
search project. It is not enough for 
the farmers’ concerns to be articulated 
once. It must be clear that many, 
many, farmers are concerned enough 
to make presentations to the Commission. 
Only then will the farmers’ concerns be 
paid attention to by the Commission 
and by the Government. 

Every county Federation of Ag- 
riculture should make a presentation. 
Only six counties haye made prelimin- 
ary presentations. 

Individual farmers must be heard 
expressing the impact on their product- 
ion facilities. 

Community and social organizations 
must describe the impact of generation 
and transmission facilities on rural 
living in Ontario. 


This opportunity to influence the 
future development of Hydro will 
probably never come ogain. All of 
Ontario's citizens should be concerned 
and have their way. 

However, since farmers and rural 
residents are the ones most adversely 
affected by Hydro plans, they must 
make their concerns known to the Porter 
Commission both as individuals and 
through their local farm organizations. 

This is a real opportunity for 
farmers to get their local Federation 
of Agriculture involved in having a 
say about whot rural Ontorio will be 
like in 1995. Let the Ontario Govern- 
ment and Hydro know what you really 
wont done. 

Contact your county or township 
Federation of Agriculture, or local, 
today and let's get going.

The Helen S, 0 77 year old ex-tug 


is presently moored off Quick's Quinte 
Resort at Green Point, undergoing very 
extensive modifications. 
The master of the vessel, Bill Grim- 
shaw has been variously described by 
the sailing buffs of this area as a lunatic 
and a genius. Ra 
The latter tribute came from no less 
than Angus Mowat who said that no 
matter what the many sceptics said, the 
Helen S would undoubtedly sail 
sentiments have also been echoed by 


Willis Metcalfe, an expert on Great 
Lakes shipping. 

The reason that Mr. Grimshaw has 
roused such controversy is that the tug 
is not being re-fitted as a tug boat, but 
as a sailing vessel. Her proportions may 
not be classic; she has been fitted with 
four fairly short steel masts and a bow — 
sprit and looks much more like a soiling 
vessel thon a tug now. 

For many years, the Helen S plied 
the water of the Great Lakes in the 
commercial shipping traffic.

This is the distance at which 
Distant 


inches. 
most school work is done. 
vision refers to the same ability as 
needed for near vision but for a distange 
of 20 feet of more. This is necessary 

to see the chalkboard, to enjoy motion 
pictures and TV and to engage im sports. 
Binocular co-ordination refers to the 
ability to make the two eyes work to- 
gether. This is necessary for art work, 
handicrafts and play activities os well 


as to read efficiently. Adequate field 
of vision refers to the ability to see to 
both sides and up and down while focus- 
ing on a small target. This saves un- 
necessary eye and head movements and 
is essential for participation in sports 
and for personal sofety. 

Eighty per cent of school work 
depends on vision. Knowing this, it is 
easy to understand why good vision is 
so important and why suspect symptoms 
should not be ignored.

Dry flowers now for winter 


Dried flowers ore becoming in- 
creasingly popular since they lost 
indefinitely and require minimum care. 

For best results, leaves must be cut 
when they ore at their best, and flowers 
iust before they are fully open. 

To dry green leaves, mix equol 
Parts of pure glycerin with water. Pound 
the cut ends of the stems to crush them. 
This allows the leaves and branches to 
absorb the mixture through the stems. 


Place the mixture in o norrow container 


and immerse the stems in it. Then put 
the confainer in a sunny place for about 
ten days. 

Drying flowers is a little more com- 


plicated. To dry them successfully re- 
quires silica gel, avcilable through drug 
stores and hobby shops. 


Place the flower on 


se of silica 


gel powder. Then gently sift the powder

The busing controversy still rages 
in Prince Edward County. The latest 
study shows that some porents cheat, 
and give false addresses so that their 
children can attend Pinecrest Schoo! 
in Bloomfield, instead of going to 
Queen Elizabeth School in Picton. 

The real bone of contention in the 
debate rests with the alleged difference 
in the standard of education between 
the two schools. Pinecrest has a far 
better reputation in the county than 
Queen Elizabeth, one which dates 
back for about ten years. 

For the first time trustees from 
Athol admitted that their school, too, 
has Picton children attending, but they 
would not reveal their true addresses 
when questioned. 

Approximately 20 parents attended 
the Board meeting in an attempt to 
persuade the Board to reverse the dec- 

ision on busing Picton school children. 
The Board did not receive their petition 
very sympathetically.

costs and 10 per cent more for all other 
supplies and services. When the govern- 
ment came to add up the bill, however, 
it obviously decided that it was too 
high. Asa result more hospitals are 

now being cut back." 

"We won't know how adversely 
these cuts will affect services across 
the province until each hospital has 
been able to assess what its own budget 
allowance will permit. Some have 
already said that they will have to 
reduce beds and staff. 

"There ore early indications as 
well from some hospitals that cuts in 
out patient funds may force them to 
tell their physicions to make still 
greater use of private commercial 
loboratories for out patient tests. If 
that happens the extra cost to OHIP 
and the tax payer is certain to be for 
higher than any savings squeezed out of 
hospital out-patient budgets, and that 
doesn't make any sense to me at all," 
he said.

History wos made again in Deser- 
onto this year when the government 
named Mrs. R. Loader Postmistress. 
From the time the Post Office was built 
until now it has always been Post Masters 

The first was J. Bowen who held the 
position from 1851 until 1887. The 
town wos called Mill Point originally, 
the name was changed to Bowen in 
1857, and changed back to Mill Point 
again in 1863. Ultimately the name 
became Deseronto in 1881. 

The Post Masters then appointed 
were as follows: F.S. Rathbun, 1887- 
1898; L. Hoppins 1899 - 1901; A.H. 

McGaughey 1902 - 1909; J.L. Gaulin 
1909 - 1920; J. Fairbairn 1920 - 1944; 
H.R. Fraser 1944 until the appointment 
of JH. McVicker in 1947. Mr. Mc 
Vicker was Post Master in Deseronto 
until his retirement in 1971. He was 
followed by Mr. R. Loader who held 
the position until 1972, then by C. 
Lewis from October '73 to October '75. 
During this time many served as 
assistants, later assuming the position 
of Post Master, additional help was 
needed at Christmas. Among those 
who served in more recent years were 
Mrs. J. Hamilton, 20 years, Mrs. E. 
Keech, George Cole, J. Barclay, 
Mrs. Wm. Jackson, Stan McTaggart, 
Miss Dawn Smith, now Mrs. Wm. 
Cassidy, and George Hoppings. 
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Mrs. Hamilton resigned this year. 
Now the assistants are Mrs. Dennis 
Vick, Mrs. Michael Graham and Mrs. 
Wayne Cassidy. Caretakers over the 
years were Martin Hart, Harry Fraser, 
Jim Marlow, Jim Dobbin Sr., and now 
Joe Malcolm. New lighting, fresh 
paint and other renovations have made 
it a very smart looking building. _

lroquoian Indian law 500 years old 


The Iroquois, or Six Nation Indians 
as they are known today, developed a 
highly organized political and social 
system. They comprise the Mohawk, 
Cayuga, Seneca, Oneida, Onondaga, 
ond Tuscarora tribes living in southern 
Ontorio, Quebec ond New York State; 
yet o general classification, the 
lroquoians would include the Huron, 
Erie, Neutral, Conestoga and Tobacco 
Indians. 

Because the lroquoions depended 
on farming for their staple foods, they 
established permanent homes and vill- 
ages surrounded by stockades within 
which they built their famous ‘long 
houses'. The men's forages from the 
village to hunt large game for their 
hides occurred only when absolutely 
necessary, os the women, who did the 
forming, carried the greatest respon- 
sibility for providing for the families. 
The bosis of the society was amatriarchy. 

Iroquoian political life gained o 
complex structure with the arrival of 
a Huron prophet named Deganawidah 
and his Mohawk translator; Hiawatha, 
in the 1400's. Hiawatha introduced 
wampum (beads made from shells strung 
together) to the Iroquoians at the time 
of the founding of the Five Nations or 
Iroquois Confederacy. (The Tuscarora 
joined in 1724 to make the sixth nation) 
He taught that wampum was sacred and 
a symbol to bind people together in 
peace. The message given on a wam- 
pum belt or string was never challenged 
when it was used as a symbol of friend- 
ship or given in a treaty. 

When the Great Law was given to 
the Iroquoians by Deganawidah and a 
constitution devised to prevent any 
misinterpretation of the political 
structure, it was recorded on wampum 
and this collection became the most 
important wampum record in the history 
of the Iroquois Confederacy. 

The Great Law as constituted by 
Deganawidah and recorded by the 
people, goes into great detail about 
all the affairs of the Iroquoian people, 
but some of the most interesting points 
are given in symbols. For example, 
one very important, broad, dark belt 
of wampum known as the Hiawatha 
belt, was the symbol of unity and 
peace within the Five Nations. The 
belt incorporated a white beaded heart 
in the centre with two white squores 
on either side, all joined together by 
rows of white beads. The white heart 
stood for the Onondaga Nation and 


also for the great peace shored by all 
Five Nations. 

When Deganewidoh presented the 
Great Law to the Iroquoian people, he 
requested that oll the fifty chiefs stand 
in a circle and join hands while he 
ordained that all should remain equal 
in rank and title. So that no individ- 
val would forget his title or position 
within the Confederacy, certain men 
were appointed to learn the Great Law 
@s recorded on the wompum. 

Thereafter, every low passed by 
the Iroquois Confederacy was recorded 
by @ certain string or belt of wompum . 
Because of the introduction of wompum, 
the laws of the lroquoians were seldom 
challenged, and they became one of 
the strongest Indian nations in North 
America. 

Although many of the wampum 
belts are lost or have been destroyed, 
there ore still elders who can recite 
the Great Law from memory .
